WHERE DO WE STAND? 


Dr. George Bezirganian 


would like to extend my gratitude to 
the Board of Directors for electing me 
President of the AMAA once again. | 
hope to be able to incorporate the lessons 
of my past presidency in my recommen- 
dations for solutions to our current 
problems. 

Where do we stand? Although there is 
good news to report, I must first mention 
certain unpleasant developments. 

(1) The stock market decline of Oc- 
tober, 1987, considerably lowered the 
value of our assets and our endowments. 


(2) Age and time have depleted our 
membership. 


(3) We have found it difficult to recruit 
qualified, dedicated people to staff our 
headquarters. 

(4) The situation in Lebanon has in 
certain respects continued to deteriorate. 
Because of the Lebanese Pound's extraor- 
dinary decline in value, our people, in ad- 
dition to facing political and safety con- 
cerns, now find themselves unable to pro- 
vide for even their basic needs: food, 
clothing and housing. 

(5) Due to economic and regional pro- 
blems, some of our churches in the 
U.S.A. and Canada have suffered 
membership losses, and, if they are to 
survive, may need our help. Others have 
been unable to find ministers. 

Turning to the good news: 

(1) Although the stock market decline 
reduced the value of our assets, the in- 
come from our endowments has de- 
creased to a lesser extent. If we can in- 
crease our endowments, we will be able 
to ensure the level of income necessary 
to keep our commitments. 

(2) We have added some new 
members, both young and old, to our 
ranks. And those younger members who 
have served on various committees of the 
Association have provided helpful in- 
sights and recommendations. 

(3) Although we have at times had dif- 
ficulty recruiting new employees to han- 
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dle the ever-increasing demands of ou! 
work, our dedicated and capable staff has 
always managed to take up the slack and 
run our office at peak capacity. 

(4) Our recent appeal for financial help 
for Lebanon has met with a gratifying 
response. Thus, we have been able to in”. 
crease our assistance to our community 
there. With your continued com 
mitments, we hope to be able to provide 
most of the help they need. 

(5) Some of our churches in the U.S.A. 
and Canada have been very active and 
prosperous, have increased their 
membership and have been and continue 
to be willing and able to assist our smaller 
churches. We have been able also to 
coordinate work among our churches in 
North America through our Home Mis- 
sion Committee, which makes recom- 
mendations to both AMAA and AEUNA 
Boards and is working hard to encourag@ 
students to enter the ministry and fill our 
pulpits. As individual Christians, we know 
very well that God does not take away 
our problems, but gives us the ability and 
wisdom to solve them. Together with 
your support and dedication, and with 
the help of God, I am confident that 1988 
will be a very successful 70th anniversary 
year for the AMAA. 

God bless all of us as we work for His 
kingdom.

Thank be to God we have survived the 
bombs and the street—fighting. Recent- 
ly I witnessed the explosion of a bomb at 
the entrance of AUB. Hospital where 
people were crowded in front of four 
elevators and many were seated in the 
hall.

Unhurt young men from outside and in- 
side began the rescue operation, carry- 
ing the wounded to the Emergency 
Room. I watched the tragic scene for ten 
minutes, meditating about the innocent 
wounded people and the devilish hands 
and hearts that did the dirty job. I could 
not sleep that night.

it did not last very long. The Labour 
Union Committee had an afterthought 
and abruptly stopped the strike, thinking 
some political parties will manipulate the 
situation to their advantage. 

We spent the summer in Anjar. In 
summer Anjar is a better place to live. 
Here we have plenty of sweet water and 
electricity. In Beirut people are suffering 
from shortages of water and electricity. 

Our German Mission friends in Anjar 
are doing a great humanitarian job. They 
have 135 boarding students in the Arme- 
nian Evangelical Secondary School. 
They come from different parts of 
Lebanon and Syria. The German staff 
has 6 members to run the boarding 
department. Pastor Mergantz, the 
General Secretary of Hilfsbund Mission, 
is here again with his wife and a friend. 
This is his routine visit to supervise the 
work and get first hand information by at- 
tending :thte*School Board meeting. An- 
jar Armenian Evangelical Secondary 


School this year has 340 students. Pastor 
Hovhannes Sarmazian is the Principal of 
the school and also the pastor of the local 
church. With his wife Mary they shoulder 
a very responsible and heavy job. Pastor 
Sarmazian needs badly a capable assis- 
tant to help him in the Elementary 
School. 

On November 22 after the church serv- 
ice a memborable event took place on the 
Campus of Anjar Evangelical School. In 
recognition of and gratitude for Sister 
Hedwig’s forty years of service and the 
Hilfsbund Mission’s 60 years of service 
amongst the Armenians, the Alumni of 
the school unveiled a bust of Sister Hed- 
wig near the Principals office. The 
ceremony took place in the presence of 
Pastor Mergantz, his wife, the local Ger- 
man staff, distinguished guests, teachers, 
students, and people from the village. 
Anjar has been a safe place all during the 
12 years of Lebanon's civil war because 
of the Syrian presence. 


In West Beirut The Armenian 
Evangelical College continues to educate 
those youngsters who live in West Beirut 
under the wise direction of Zaven 
Misirlian. The number of students is 125. 
On the 15th of the November the Sun- 
day morning service was dedicated to the 
opening of the school year. All the 
students were present. Also, some of the 


Near East School of Theology students 


came to attend the service and 6 of them 
assisted our pastor. Four were blacks from 
Africa, 2 were white. After the service cof- 
fee was served outdoors under a bright 
warm sun. In the same morning at 11:00 
a.m. the church Ladies Association had 
arranged a public lecture. Emily opened 
the meeting with a short talk. 

The good Lord made it possible to 
celebrate another Christmas and enter 
the year of 1988. We thank Him for all 
His blessings and for keeping us alive for 
another year.

abated as years of civil war have de- 
stroyed the political, social and economic 
fabric of the country. Spiraling inflation 
and rising unemployment are pushing 
more and more people to the edge of 
survival. 

Syria—The unresolved Middle East 
crisis continues to have adverse repercus- 
sions in Syria, where the economy is 
declining, the cost of living rising, and the 
outbreak of yet another war is an ever- 
present threat. 

lran—Unending warfare with lraq and 
Islamic fanaticism at home are causing in- 
describable human suffering, particular- 
ly in Christian communities. These peo- 
ple live in increasing fear, uncertainty and 
poverty, and many have become 
refugees. 

Turkey—Emigration from Turkey 
has reduced the Armenian presence to 
such an extent that the Armenian 
Evangelical community is struggling hard 
to maintain its identity. 

France—The Armenian population of 
France is growing steadily, thanks to the 
emigration of Armenians from the Mid- 
dle East. This has necessitated the expan- 
sion of churches and church-telated ac- 
tivities and ministries. 

The Netherlands, Belgium and Ger- 
many—There are an estimated 40,000 
Armenians, mostly from Turkey, living in 


these countries as “guest workers.” Not 
only do they lack organized church and 
social services, they also are subjected to 
extortion, kidnapping and other. har- 
rassments by the more numerous Turkish 


-and Kurdish “guest workers” among 


whom they are compelled to live. 

Greece—The Armenian community of 
Greece is facing the influx, each month, 
of hundreds of Armenian refugees flee- 
ing from Iran, Iraq and Lebanon with the 
hope of eventually resettling in North 
America. Since they cannot obtain work 
permits, they work illegally under cons- 
tant fear of being arrested and deported 
back to their wartorn countries. 

North America—The Joint Home Mis- 
sions Committee (JHMC) of the AMAA 
and AEUNA continues to serve the 
spiritual and material needs of our grow- 
ing communities in North America. The 
JHMC projects, funded by the AMAA, 
supplements the Association’s mission 
and service ministries in Canada and the 
United States. 

South America—Our fellow Arme- 
nians in Argentina, Brazil and Uruguay 
feel isolated. The declining economies of 
their countries and the ensuing social 
problems are serious issues affecting their 

lives, community services and Christian 
witness. 


Today as we celebrate the 70 years of 
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mission and service minisiry of the 
AMAA, we urge you, our members and 
friends, to pray that God will enable the 
AMAA to meet these and other chal- 
lenges the Lord has laid before us. And 
if the spirit moves you, consider a gift to 
help your missionary organization meet 
its current budget of $2.2 million and 
continue your mission to succor the 
physical and spiritual needs of our 
brothers and sisters throughout the world.

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH MEMBERSHIP DROPS 


The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church (US.A,), meeting in 
Biloxi, Mississippi, on June 9-17, 1987 
learned from a report that the Church 
had lost 40,738 members in 1986, bring- 
ing the number of Presbyterians (U.S.A.) 
down to 3,016,488. There has also been 
a loss in Church School enrollment of 


20,941, bringing it to 1,112,246. 
Among the highlights of the Assembly 
was a paper on “A Theological 
Understanding of the Relationship Bet- 
ween Christians and Jesus” Upon strong 
objections by Presbyterian Christians liv- 
ing in Arab countries to the original orien- 
tation of the document, the Assembly 


adopted the paper only after extensive 
revision by the Assembly Committee on 
Catholicity and Inter-faith Relations. The 
revised document, now a study paper 
rather than a position statement, treats 
the political problems posed by the State 
of Israel in a way that makes it a more 
acceptable basis for dialogue with Chris- 
tians in Arab countries.

HAIG TUSOOSIAN 


Haig Tusoosian was born in College 
Point, New York, on September 8, 1898. 
He died nearly 88 years later in Modesto, 
California. In his later years, Haig decided 
to write down his family history. He 
begins his story with an anecdote about 
his great-grandfather in 1822 and con- 
tinues, episodically, until his retirement 
years in California. 

Haig’s book, “The Roots and History 
of the Tusoosian Family”, consists of about 
60 typewritten pages along with 18 
photographs.

Following this, he was appointed 
Rockefeller Scholar in Surgery at the 
Columbia-Presbyterian Medical Center in New 
ats He then taught at Albany Medical 
chool, the American University of Beirut 
Medical School and, as Associate Professor of 
Cardiovascular Surgical Research, at the 
Chicago Medical College for about ten years. 
He had grants from Damon Runyon, National 
Institute of Health, American Cancer Socie- 
ty, Society of Gastro-enterology, etc. He was 
Editor of International Surgery of the Jour- 
nal Surgical Oncology and Surgical Research. 
His hospital appointments are vast in number 
and broad in geographical distribution. 


Dr. Vahram Y. Bakamjian, Associate Chief, 
Department of Head and Neck Surgery at 
Roswell Park Memorial Institute in Buffalo, 
NY, has said of him, “My knowledge of Dr. 
Hovnanian is that of a stimulating teacher with 
a ‘vast store of all-around and up-to-date 
knowledge, as well as a keen analytical mind. 
He was well liked and respected by his 
students, trainees and his peers. - - sf 

Dr. Hovnanian had a large number of 
publications in highly regarded, peer-reviewed 
medical journals. Just before he died, he had 
completed a 200-page text-book on recon- 
structive internal-organ surgery. From his lone- 
ly apartment, he was attempting to get it 
published. 

Incidentally, this multi-talented mans oil 
paintings of abstracts and portraits show 
distinctive ability to express himself artistical- 
ly (he studied under the famous Armenian 
painter Armis, late of Paris, France) and his 
rendering of Bethoven, Bach and Chopin on 
the piano showed great feeling and 
expression. 

Dr. Hovnanian came from an eminent fami- 
ly of medical men and Evangelical churchmen 
and churchwomen. His father was the well- 
known Armenian national hero-doctor who 
had saved literally hundreds of families from 
deportation and death.

DICRAN ABRAHAM BERBERIAN 


Dr. Dicran Berberian 


Internationally acclaimed research scientist 
and physician Dr. Dicran Abraham Berberian, 
84, of Loudonville, NY., died Wednesday, 
187, at Memorial Hospital, 


November ie le) 
Albany, after a brief illness. A memorial ser- 
vice was held at the Loudonville Community 


Church, on Friday, November 27, 1987, with 
Dr, Dennis Kinlaw, Dr. Gilbert Bilezikian, and 
Rev, Curtis Morgan, past and present pastors 
of the church, participating. Dr. Berberian was 
one of the charter members and first chairman 
of the Loudonville congregation. Subsequent- 
ly, he was a member of the Board of Trustees, 
the Board of Elders, and a Sunday School 
teacher until his eighties. 

Born to an itinerant preacher, Rev. 
Abraham Berberian, and Shamiran Nalban- 


dian Berberian, in a village in central Turkey, 
Dr. Berberian was orphaned at the age of 16 
when most of his family were killed during the 
massacre of Armenians after the Franco- 
Turkish War of Marash in 1920. Dr. Berberian 
made his way to Beirut, Lebanon, where he 
entered the American University of Beirut 
under a special Program for refugees, 
graduating cum laude in medicine in 1930, 
He was awarded a Rockefeller Fellowship for 
advanced study in Parasitology and tropical 
medicine in London, Paris, and Rome. He 
went on to become Professor of Microbiology 
at the American University in Beirut, and 
Director of the University Medical Center's 
Microbiology Laboratory. During his profes- 
sional career jn Beirut, he was awarded the 
Gold Medal from the Republic of Lebanon for 
control of malaria and other diseases ravag- 
ing Lebanon and Syria until World War II. He 
also set up Child Welfare Centers in Lebanon 
and Syria, and was a member of the manag- 
ing board of the Armenian Sanatorium in the 
Showf Mountains of Lebanon. 

The Berberian family immigrated to the 
United States in 1947 and Dr. Berberian was 
appointed Director of Research in Tropical 
Medicine and Parasitology at Sterling- 
Winthrop Research Institute, Rensselaer, and 
became Director of the Institute's Medical 
Department. He joined the faculty of 
Microbiology at Albany Medical College, 
where he was Emeritus Professor of 
Microbiology at the time of his death. He had 
been a consultant in Medicine & Tropical 
Diseases at the Albany Medical Center 
Hospital and the Veterans Administration 
Hospital. During his career, Dr. Berberian was 
author of more than 100 scientific papers, and 
was a member of ten national and interna- 
tional medical societies. And in addition to his 
academic and research activities, he maintain- 
ed a private medical Practice in internal 
medicine and dermatology until his retirement 
at age 83 in March, 1987. 

Dr. Berberian is survived by his wife, Ar- 
mine D. Berberian of Loudonville, formerly ac- 
tive in area cultural activities; and by a 
daughter, Dr. Cynthia B. Hale, of Katmandu, 
Nepal; and a son, Raffi Berberian, of Boston, 
Mass.; and two grandsons, Thomas Hale 3rd, 
and Christopher Dicran Hale.

John Y. Iskian of Oklahoma City:

John Iskian was born in Ankara, Turkey, i

Po for about six months, then fled to France 
to escape the Turkish massacres. After spen- 
ding a year in Marseilles, France, they came 
to the United States in 1921. 

Mary and Garabed lived in New Jersey and 
Chicago before moving on to California. There 
Garabed started his own business and ac- 
quired three small rental properties. Both Mary 
and Garabed became United States citizens 
in 1942. The following year Garabed, not yet 
50 years old, succumbed to cancer. we 

Mary was faced with the task of raising five 
children—daughters Anne, Sadie, Martha and 
Elizabeth 4nd son Charles—by herself. Her 
Great devotion to the Lord and His Holy Word 
waa a comfort to her. Mary was a thrifty 
woman. Her wise management of her rental 
income enabled her to remain at home to pro- 
vide love, companionship and guidance to her 
Children. 

Mary was a prominent figure in the early 
history and growth of the Immanuel Con- 
Qregational Church of Downey, California. 
She immersed herself in its many projects and 
Missions and was always busy in the church 
kitchen. She served as a Deaconess in her 
beloved church and was a former ‘Mother of 
the Year’ 

Mary did not believe in being a stranger. 
She talked to everyone—in the market, at the 
bank, on the street. No one who spoke with 
Mary for more than five minutes could ever 
forget her. Even in old age she retained a 
sharp mind.
